Saturday and they handed me a tontative schedule for the desired order 
of production, copy herewith. I am passing this along to you to get 
your reaction as to the possibilities. They explained thet of course 
this is susceptible to modification. 


A few days earlier I had told them we doubted if we 
could take cere of more than two and possibly three denominations 
simultaneously. ‘ou will note they have indicated five denominations 
a month. 


As the matter now stands, we shall pro have to en- 
grave three small vignettes to co on the backs of the es notes. I 
explained to them this would dolay the starting time of these notes by 
approximately three weeks. This was pleasing to the Netherlands repre- 
sentstive because that would enable us to get away to an earlier start 
for his issue.

Blacks 64 Orange and 17 Orange.

Supplementing our letter to you of March lst, in which we submitted 
for your consideration our offer for furnishing an issue of notes for the 
Netherlands, we beg to record hereby our understanding of the method you wish 
us to follow in banding, wrapping and packing the notes. 

In accordance with the packing schedule which you handed to us, we 
are to make up, from the first lots of notes printed, 500 packages,each contain- 
ing 149475 notes with a total face value of 50,000 Gulden, distributed as follows:

The notes are to be banded in lots of 100 notes with a narrow 
band,and five such lots banded together in a larger band, or say 500 notes 
each, with the bands indicating the denominations but no nusbers; with the 
exception that the first 12,500 notes of 100 Gulden will be banded in lots 
of 25 notes, the first 25,000 notes of 50 Gulden in lots of 50 notes and the 
first 200,000 notes of 25 Gulden in lots of 400 notes, in order to provide 

@ the necessary quantity of notes for the standard packages mentioned above. 

The necessary lots of banded notes to make up a package will then 
be wrapped in heavy wrapping paper, with a label on the wrapper indicating 
the quantity of notes, denomination and numbers of the notes; the package 
then again wrapped in waterproof paper for airplane transportation,with e 
duplicate label on the outside wrapper. 

Four packages, or say 57,900 notes, to be packed in metal lined 
cases for export. 

s After completing the 500 packages of 14,475 notes made up of six 
denominations, delivery is to be made in packages containing 10,000 notes only 
of one denomination each, and 5 packages, or say 50,000 notes, packed in aetal 
lined cases. 

We are revising our figures of the estimated shipping and insurance 
expenses which we gave you in our letter of the lst instant, and we will send 
you 4 breakdown thereof. 

With regard to the numbering of the notes, we confira that in addi-~ 
tion to omitting the letters "I" and "0" we will also omit "Q" as a prefix letter.

In re. draft of letter of March 8, 1943 from Mr. Philips 
of above to Guaranty Trust Co. of New York and conditions mentioned therein 
in connection with opening two Letters of Credit in our favor. 

Customs Invoice and Declaration of Value:- Mr. Beckett says we have not used 
such forms before. He telephoned British Consulate and was informed this is 
combined in one document and is used for shipments to British possessions. 
Also that no form is available for shipments to England, for which it is not 


required. 


Insurance: - Our marine policy covers all risks of physical loss from warehouse 


to warehouse, including War Time Extension clause and both to blame collision 
clauses. 

We cannot, however, furnish an all risk policy on the work in 
progress or when completed and still on our premises. Such insurance could 
be secured only through special investigation by insurance underwriters, 
and the rate would be exorbitant. We could, however, state in Certificates 
of Manufacture that fire and War Damage insurance is covered under our own 
policies while the motes remain on our premises and that War Damage insurance 
will be covered on the notes at the time of shipment and while they are in 
transit from our premises until loaded on board the carrying steamer. 

As to Wear Risk insurance after the shipment is discharged in 
England, Mr. Wadhams of Johnson & Higgins said the British Government only 


covers such risks and policies are issued in pounds sterling.

Mr. Blackmore and I called yesterday noon on Mr. Philips and 
Mr. von Hemert, Room 668, 11 Broadway, with reference to the draft of letter 
of March 8 which Mr. Philips was to write to Guaranty Trust Co. of New York 
in connection with the opening of two Letters of Credit in our favor. 

After we had explained the difficulties of meeting some of the 
conditions outlined in the letter to the Guaranty Trust Co. and had calléd 
attention to the fact thatthe Credit for shipping expenses should be for 
$35,000.- and not $75,000.-, Mr. Philips agreed that his letter should be 
changed and asked us to redraft the letter. 

This was done and I submitted our draft to Mr. Philips and 
Mr. von Hemert late in the day, as per copy attached. Mr. Philips then re- 
quested Mr, von Hemert to rewrite the letter for hissignature that evening. 
Mr. von Hemert made some changes with my approval and the letter was then 
rewritten. 

March llth, 1943. 

We received today Letter of Credit from the Guaranty Trust 
Company for $230,000,- covering the notes, providing for payment against 
our invoices and Gertificates of Manufacture. Mr. von Hemert called here 
today afid advised that the Guaranty Trust Co. informed him that Mr. 
Philips' letter omitted reference to War Risk insurance for the ocean 


voyage. This evidently was overlooked in preparing our draft.

However, it then developed when I telephoned Mr, Wadhams of Johnson 
& Higgins that the British Government will not insure against War Risk 
while the shipment is on land in the British Isles unless it also covers 
War Risk for the full ocean voyage from New York. Mr. Wadhams did not so 
inform me when I taked with him on the 9th inst, at which time he mentioned 
only that the British Government policy on shore is the only insurance that 
can bemrchasélafter the goods are discharged. 

Mr. Wadhams also advised today that the British Government will insure 
in sterling only and that in case of loss, the sterling received for the 
insurance recovery may be sold in London and the proceeds remitted to New 
York in dollars, He further said that Johnson & Higgins could not give us 
ea British Government policy, but would furnish Johnson & Higgins' advice 
of insurance coverage. 

Mr. von Hemert then said that a British Government policy would not be 
satisfactory, since he feels that in case of loss the Netherlands Government 
would not be permitted to send the dollar exchange to New York because of 
British Government restrictions on the transfer of Netherlands funds, 
However, he said he will see the Guaranty again and advise us further, 

He later telephoned that he has again discussed the matter with the 
Guaranty and that he will now write a letter to Mr. Philips in London 
explaining the situation and recommending that War Risk insurance be covered 
in the United States, and that the Netherlands euthorities make such 
arrangements as may be possible to protect our shipments by insurance or 
otherwise after the arrival of vessel. He will ask Mr, Philips to cable 


his answer to the Guaranty.

Marine Rate 1/4 of 1%,plus surcharge of 3/4 of 1%,making 
total rate .01%, plus Extended Transhipment Clause, 
if desired, at rate to be determined at time of ship- 
ment. However, this clause will probably be cumpulsory 
and automatic in the near future. 


Mr. von Hemert understands that warehouse to warehouse War Risk 
coverage cannot be purchased in the American market and that the British 
Government only will cover the on shore risk, provided the full voyage is 
included.

I 
told him we could take care of that increase, but that we should know as 
soon as possible how the additional quantity is to be distributed among the 
6 denominations, to enable us to order the paper. 

Mr. von Hemert expects that all detaijs will be given in the 
letter mentioned in the cable, but nevertheless he would cable the Treasury 
Department that he had made a note to cable Mr.Philips on April 26th asking 
for instructions regarding the option; that he had not cancelled the option; 
that we could take care of printing the additional notes, and that he should

My dear Mr. Secretary: 


On September 3, 1942, I sent for your information certain documents 
received by me from the Ambassador of the Netherlands. Those documents 
consisted of a note dated May 11, 1942 which enclosed the official 
English translation of the Netherlands Decree of March 6, 1942, dealing 
with property interests appertaining to persons in certain Netherlands 
possessions, and set out the text of the power of attorney granted the 
Netherlands Ambassador (then Minister) by his government authorizing him 
to act for his government under that Decree; and a note from the Nether- 
lands Ambassador dated July 14, 1942 which enclosed the official English 
translation of the Netherlands Decree of May 7, 1942, the purpose of 
which was to clarify some of the terms contained in the Decrees of May 
24, 1940 and March 6, 1942. I have received the letter of February 9, 
1943, signed by Mr. Randolph Paul as the Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, acknowledging receipt of the documents enumerated above. 


The Netherlands Ambassador would be grateful if those documents and 
their enclosures could be brought to the attention of interested persons 
and institutions in the United States as was done in the case of the 
Netherlands Decree of May 24, 1940 and certain communications related 
thereto. As you will recall, copies of that Decree and related com- 
munications were transmitted by your Department to the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York which published them. 


As you know, the Government of the United States continues to rec- 
ognize as the Government of the Kingdom of the Netherlands the Royal 
Netherlands Government, which is temporarily residing and exercising its 
functions in London, and recognizes Dr. Alexander Loudon as the duly ac- 
credited Ambassador of the Netherlands to the United States. 


The Department of State has taken official cognizance of the Decree 


of March 6, 1942 and the Decree of May 7, 1942, which have been notified 
to it by the duly accredited Ambassador of the Netherlands.

With further reference to my note of March 7th, 1942, No. HA-1858 I 
have the honor to transmit to Your Excellency herewith the official Eng- 
lish translation of the Decree which vests in my Government the property 
rights of claims and rights standing in the name of natural and legal 
persons residing in the Netherlands Indies. 


On March 9th, 1942 my Government granted me a Power of Attorney 
under the Decree similar to the Power granted me under the Netherlands 














Royal Decree of May 24. 1940. 
The text of the Power of Attorney reads: - 


“The Royal Netherlands Government temporarily residing and ex- 
ercising its functions in London, acting through the under- 
signed: J. R. M. van Angeren, Minister of Justice, E. N. van 
Kleffens, Minister for Foreign Affairs, J. W. Albarda, Minis- 
ter of Finance ad interia, P. Kerstens, Minister of Trade, 
Industry and Shipping, P. S. Gerbrandy, Minister for the Col- 
onies, hereby authorizes the Netherlands Minister at Washing- 
ton, D. C., Dr. Alexander Loudon. to operate, control and 
otherwise exercise complete dominion over all accounts and all 
other property and interests of any nature whatever in the 
United States of America, its territories and possessions, 
title to which is vested by virtue of the Royal Decree of 
March 6, 1942, Netherlands Law Gazette No. C 18, in the State 
of the Netherlands as represented by the Royal Netherlands 
Government temporarily residing and exercising its functions 
in London. The Netherlands Minister at Washington, D. Gods 
further authorized to make certifications to any interested 
party of exemptions under the aforementioned Royal Decree. 
The Netherlands Minister at Washington, D. C. may from time to 
time delegate any or all of the authority vested in him here- 
under with power of revocation or substitution.

ROYAL DECREE OF THE 6th MARCH 1942 
published in the Law Gazette of the Kingdom of the Netherlands No. C. 18. 


WE WILHELMINA, BY THE GRACE OF GOD, QUEEN OF THE NETHERLANDS, 
PRINCESS OF ORANGE- NASSAU, etc. etc. etc.; 


At the recommendation of Our Ministers of Justice, of Foreign Af- 
fairs, of Finance, of Trade, Industry and Shipping and for the Colonies 
dated the 4th March 1942. No. 544/J 2026; 


Whereas the interests of the safety of the State make it expedient 
to take measures to prevent that property of/or debts, obligations and 
éther choses in action due to persons residing in the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, especially to persons in the Netherlands East Indies, shall 
be used in a way which is incompatible with the interests of the State 
and of the inhabitants, and in particular of those, who reside in the 
territory occupied by the enemy and whereas it is therefore necessary to 
commit these properties and debts, obligations or other choses in action 
to the charge of the State of the Netherlands; 


Whereas this is a case of an urgent nature, as provided in article 
71 of the Netherlands East Indies Constitution in article 50 of the 
Surinam Constitution and in article 50 of the Curacao Constitution, in 
which the People’s council of the Netherlands East Indies, the States of 
Surinam and the States of Curacao cannot be consulted; 


Have approved and decreed: 


ARTICLE I. 


(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of Our decree of 24th May 
1940, Staatsblad No. Al, in respect of debts, obligations and other 
choses in action, which have been or will be vested in the State of the 
Netherlands, all rights arising out of debts, obligations and other 
choses in action against persons, partnerships, companies, firms, in- 
stitutions and corporations belonging to natural or legal persons re- 
siding or domiciled in the Netherlands East Indies, including all claims 
for the delivery up of any gold deposited, in so far as they are in any 
way capable of being mortgaged or offered by way of security, trans- 
ferred or disposed of or dealt with in any way outside enemy and enemy- 
occupied territory and outside territory, which by virtue of the pro-

visions of our decree of 27th of March 1941, Staatsblad No. B 30, must 
be considered enemy territory, are hereby vested in the State of the 
Netherlands, as represented by the Royal Netherlands’ Government tempo- 
rarily residing and exercising their functions in London, subject always 
to the provisions of article 4. 


(2) The provisions of the first paragraph of this article shall 
also be applicable to all claims resulting from confirmed credits and 
from participation in the capital of/or loans to partnerships, companies 
or firms (whether or not such claims are registered or expressed in 
stock or share certificates, bonds or other documents) in,so far as 
these claims belong to natural or legal persons in the Netherlands East 
Indies and in so far as these claims are capable of being mortgaged or 
offered by way of security, transferred or disposed of or dealt with in 
any other way outside enemy and enemy-occupied territory and outside 
territory, which by virtue of the provisions of Our Decree of 27th of 
March 1941, Staatsblad No. B 30, must be considered enemy territory. 


(3) The rights of ownership accruing to the State of the Nether- 
lands by virtue of the provisions of the first and second paragraph of 
this article shall be exercised only for the purpose of safeguarding the 
rights of the former owners. 


ARTICLE 2. 


Legal persons which in accordance with the provisions of the Act of 
26th April 1940, Staatsblad No. 200, have transferred their seat, regis- 
tered office or principal place of business, as the case may be, from the 
Netherlands East Indies to a part of the Kingdom not occupied by the 
enemy, shall for the application of article ] be deemed to have been 
resident and domiciled or established on the date this decree comes into 
force outside the territory of the Kingdom occupied by the enemy, pro- 
vided that the transfer of the seat, registered of office or principal 
place of business, as the case may be, has been previously approved by 
our Ministers of Justice, or afterwards been sanctioned by the Governor 
of Surinam or the Governor of Curacao. 


ARTICLE 3. 


This decree also applies for the Netherlands East Indies, Surinam 
and Curacao. 


ARTICLE 4. “ 

(1) Three months after the present emergency circumstances shall, 
in Our Judgment, have ceased to exist restitution shall be made to the 
former owners of the rights arising out of the debts, obligations and 
other choses in action referred to in article I. 


(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph (1) of this article 
Our Minister of Justice and Our Minister for the Colonies are hereby em- 
powered jointly to effect the restitution to the former owners before 
the date set out in the first paragraph of this article, where it is 
proved to their satisfaction that such rights shall not be exercised 
directly or indirectly for the benefit of the enemy.

STATE LAW RECORD OF THE KINGDOM OF THE NETHERLANDS (No. C 34) De- 
cree of May 7, 1942, containing provisions having for their purpose the 
removal of doubt concerning the interpretation of some terms appearing 
in the Royal decrees of May 24, 1940, State Law Record No. Al, and of 
March 6, 1942, State Law Record No. C 18, as well as a single amendment 
in connection therewith. 


We WILHELMINA, by the Grace of God, Queen of the Netherlands, 
Princess of Orange Nassau, etc., etc., etc. 


As submitted by our Ministers of Justice, of Foreign Affairs, of 
Finance, of Commerce, Industry and Shipping and of Colonies on April 8, 
1942 No. 876/J.2026; 


Considering that, for the removal of uncertainty which may have 
arisen in connection with the application of Our decrees of May 24, 1940, 
State Law Record No. Al, and of March 6, 1942, State Law Record No. 
C 18, concerning the meaning of some terms contained therein, it is de- 
sirable to place beyond doubt the interpretation thereof and in connec- 
tion therewith to effect a single amendment; 


Considering that this is a case of urgency, for which provision has 
been made in article 71 of the Constitution of the Netherlands Indies, 
in article 50 of the Constitution of Surinam and in article 50 of the 
Constitution of Curacao, inwhich the People’s Council of the Netherlands 
Indies, the States of Surinam and the States of Curacao cannot be con- 
sulted; 


Have approved and ordered: 


ARTICLE 1. 


Claims as referred to in article 1 of Our decrees of May 24, 1940, 
State Law Record No. A 1, and of March 6, 1942, State Law Record No. 
C 18, include, besides those explicitly mentioned in the said articles, 
claims to moneys as well as title to or rights in and claims for the 
delivery of property, as this term is defined in articles 565 to 567 in- 
clusive of the Civil Code. 
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ARTICLE 2. 


Further to and in conformity with the provisions of the Articles 1 
of Our said decrees, restitution as referred to in article § of Our de- 
cree of May 24, 1940, State Law Record No. A 1, and article 4 of Our 
decree of March 6, 1942, State Law Record No. C 18, means: 

a. restitution of ownership to the persons originally entitled to the 
claims, in so far as the latter have not been effectively exercised and 
disposed of by the State of the Netherlands; 

b. the delivery of the proceeds of, or of whatever has been substituted 
for, claims which have been exercised and disposed of by the State of 
the Netherlands, to the persons originally entitled to those claims. 


ARTICLE 3. 


In the first sentence of sub-division 1 of article 2 of Our decree 
of May 24, 1940, State Law Record No. Al, after “May 15, 1940” are in- 
serted the words “or, in the event they have arisen since that date, on 
the date of their arising’, while in the closing sentence of the said 
sub-division “May 15, 1940” is substituted for “that date”. 


ARTICLE 4. 


This decree is also binding for the Netherlands Indies, Surinam and 
Curacao. 


Our Ministers of Justice, of Foreign Affairs, of Finance, of Com- 
merce, Industry and Shipping and of Colonies, each in so far as his 
Ministry is concerned, are charged with the execution of this decree, 
which will be published in the State Law Record.
